ADVERSITY MEANS 
FORTUNE FOR THE 
COTTON CROWERS 


Southerners Gain by Mis­ 
haps to Crop Instead of 
Losing as Ex­ 
pected 


DALIIAS, Texas. 
Oct. 
5.— Boll 
weevils, Johnny Bull, tropical hur­ 
ricanes and rots and blights of div­ 
ers hues have done the darnedest 
to soak the southern cotton grow­ 
ers right between the first mortgage 
and the savings account this year. 
The combined effect of their efforts 
has been— prosperity. 
The cotton crop in 1915 will have 
been the poorest in years, as regards 
quantity, but the south will 
make 
money on it. The new high mark of 
twelve cents for spot cotton is not 
only expected to be maintained, but 
to be bettered. 
The very factors 
that appeared 
ed discouraging on the surface made 
possible the strong bullish tenden­ 
cy of the market. 
The weevil, who had been exiled 
for several seasons, found his way 
back into this territory, accompan­ 
ied by several billion new relatives. 
Great Britain slapped an absolute 
contraband decree on cotton. 
The Gulf storm of August carried 
fait water as far inland as this city, 
blighting hundreds of acres of cot­ 
ton. 
The heavy rains that followed 
immediately afterward created sev­ 
eral species of rot. 
The long drought preceding, lack 
of fertilizers and a few dozen other 
calamities relieved the monotony of 
the grower’s life. 
The one thing that saved the far­ 
mer from absolute discouragement 
w as the fact he had learned his les­ 
son of crop diversification. 
Even if 
j the whole cotton crop went blooey. 
he would not starve. 
The decreased 
cotton acreage necessary for this new 
phase of agricultural development 
slso helped in the new era that is 
beginning. 
Last year a great 
buy-a-bale-of- 
cotton movement was Inaugurated to 
pave the southern farmer from ab­ 
solute want. 
Persons who bought 
cotton at that time from charitable 
inclinations are selling it now at a 
profit. 
Every time a bunch of city slick­ 
ers down in New York boost cot­ 
ton another 
point, 
the 
farmers 
around here have another worry. 
They cannot decide whether to get 
an eight cylinder or a twin six.
